The following List is the result of Notes taken during 
the last few ^years while engaged in forming a collection 
of Local Literature. 

Originally intended for my own use, it has assumed 
such proportions as to lead me to hope that it may 
supply a desideratum to others similarly engaged. 

Two such Lists have been already published ; one by 
A. G. Groat, in a pamphlet entitled " Thoughts on Orkney 
and Zetland," issued anonymously in 1831 ; the other, by 
" W. B. B." (Wm. Balfour Baikie), in 1847. As the latter 
of these is now over forty years old, it is practically 
useless to the collector or student. I have availed myself 
of some of their matter, even when the works have not 
come under my personal notice. 

Several of those here mentioDcd contain mere passing 
reference, and have been included on account of their 
early date, the peculiarity of their reference, or their con- 
nection with Scandinavian literature affecting the County. 

While not professing to be completely exhaustive, pains 
have been taken to include all the more interesting, scarce, 
and important publications, but little notice has been taken 
of the various editions through which some of them have 
run. 

The arrangement followed is alphabetical — Works, 
under their authors' names, the greater number of them 



being cross entered, but articles ocouning in the Proceed- 
ings, Transactions, or Memoirs of various Societies, when 
numerous, are only once entered. Such publications are 
indicated by having an asterisk (*) affixed to their Titles. 

I have to thank Mr J. G. Moodie-Heddle of Melsetter 
for Notes of Works sent to me some time ago, and Messrs 
Peace, PubKshers, Kirkwall, for much assistance during 
the progress of the sheets through the Press. 

I will only add that I shall gladly receive any com- 
munications relative to errors or important omissions.
